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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed June 8, 2010 (hereinafter referred to as "the response") has been entered. 
Claim 32 has been amended. Claims 48-53 have been cancelled. 

Accordingly, Claims 32-47 remain pending in the instant application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of Claims 32-47 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting, 
as being unpatentable over Claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,635,624, is withdrawn in view of the 
terminal disclaimers filed on June 8, 2010. 

The rejection of Claims 32-47 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of enablement over 
the full scope, is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. The claims were rejected because 
the specification, while being enabling for a method as claimed, wherein the plasmid expression vector 
comprises a gene encoding a hepatitis B virus surface or core antigen protein, and further wherein the 
vector comprises a promoter operably linked to the gene, such that the antigen is expressed in a 
vertebrate animal, did not reasonably provide enablement for animals other than vertebrates or for 
conditions that do not result in the actual expression of the antigen and induction of an antigen-specific 
immune response. The rejection is withdrawn in view of the amendment to Claim 32. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
